But, friends, you always* have 
to give before you receive; and 
I always gave to anything and 
everything—no matter what 
came along—and in ther mean- 
time I knew of a family in 
want--bread was, gratis. I also. 
gave during the Santa Fe strike 
for ten months from 100 to 150 
loaves of bread gratis and did 
it cheerfully and only wish I 
could have done more. T also 
gave of my time and always 
worked with a heart. 

In my first seven years my 
hours were from 2 a. m. until 
8° p. m. and my wife always 
from 5 a. m. until 11 p. m. 
My boy was a wonderful work- 
er, until flourdust interfered 
with his health and my little 
girl, Edfth, I can’t say enough 
in praise of her as she helped 
with everything—store, house- 
work, ete., when not taken up 
I am also very thankful for my 
steady help. They all worked 
for my interest and they really 
you might say, “got married to 
their job.” I might add that 
my two head foremen got $56 
and $53 per week, which is far 
above union wages—and I never 
forget my good helpers at 
Thanksgiving‘and Christmas for 
they got their turkey and pres- 
ents. 

I have always tried to be a 
good booster for RICHMOND 
through the Chamber of Com- 
merce and Merchants Associa- 
tion and I also belong to the 
Kiwanis Club but. my time has 
been too short ‘to be of much 
help to them. I wish I could 
say more to let you know how 


thankful I am to all the good 


people in Richmond for their 
good treatment of me in every 
way and hope they will get 
their wish as I got mine—to 
retire in my old age.~ 

I also heartily thank the 
local papers for their many 
eourtesies and in closing ask 
all my g0od friends to give my 
successors a fair trial with 
their patronage for they have 
pledged themselves to do the
